There is something in the demand that 
tile shipment of arms and munitions 
of w ar to foreign countries be stepped. 
Willie this demand comes largely from 
the peace propagandists, the best rea­ 
son is that tin* time may rome when 
these guns and munitions will be turn­ 
ed against our own soldiers and sail 
ors.

Another Carranxa officer Is credited 
with having killed ISO prisoners with 
a machine gun, while other Carranxa 
commanders were said to have used 
revolvers freely, killing Villa men a> 
well us women camp followers. 
The wounded, it was stated, were 
bayoneted im tho Held. 
Carranxa officers in Nuevo I a* redo 
say the wholesale executions were or­ 
dered In retaliation for alleged sim­ 
ilar killing of Carranxa forces under 
General Maclovia Herrera recently by 
Vtllaistas.
